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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 54 and 56-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 54 recites a light located on the distal 
section of the medical device. This is recited in the Specification as follows: 
[0059] One or more visual and/or audible signals used to alert a surgeon to the 
completion or resumption of ablation, conductive fluid delivery and/or power delivery, for 
example, may be incorporated into the electrosurgical instrument 12. For example, a 
beeping tone or flashing light that increases in frequency as the ablation period ends or 
begins may be used. Alternatively or in addition, an indicator light otherwise located on 
the electrosurgical instrument can be inductively coupled to the power source 16 and 
adapted such that when power is being delivered to the electrosurgical instrument 12, 
the light is visible to the surgeon or other users. 

Because the tip of the device is located within the body, having been placed 
there by insertion through a trocar, it is unclear to the examiner where the light is 
located or positioned to permit viewing by the surgeon. 

The drawing provided on 9/17/2010 fails to provide the location "on the distal section" as 
claimed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 71 is allowed because of the combination of elements including a rounded 
tip portion adapted to be slid relative to tissue, the rounded tip portion 
being free of any electrode movable relative to the rounded tip portion,
